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The Sufftnge Queostion,

Tuw time has come when honest men of all
partios should look upon the question of suf-
frage a8 one to be settled, not by prejudice
and the judgments of a former era, but by the
dictates of eound reason and impartinl justice.
The negroes of the South are hereafter to
anjoy the elective franchise,  Y%at point may
be considored settled, Haviog onoe begome
members of the body politic, they cannot be
expellod therefrom excopt at the cost of a
bloody revolution. But while the great mass
of the colored people of this country have be-
gomp invested with all the rights of eitizen-
ship, there are considerable numbérs of them
in many of the Northern Btates who are still
unjustly excluded from the ballot-box by laws
passed originally in the interest of the now
overthrown slave system. The question arises,
whether all such laws ought not to be imme-
diately repealed, as inconsistent with the
character of our own free Institutions and at
war with the general humane and progres-
give sentiment of the age,

Wae are sometimes told that it is Inconsis-
tent on the part of the North to insist upon
negro suffrage at the Bouth, while negroos are
exoluded from the ballot-box in so many of
the Northern States. We prefer to put the
inconsistenoy in its proper light by saying
that it is grossly inconsistent for the North to
continue these unjnst laws of exclusion against
the blacks here, while we have overthown the
game gpecies of enactments, and with refer-
ence to o vastly more mumerous class of
peoplo, at the South. The inconsistency is
on the part of wrong doing, and not on that
of right doing: and it consists in doing wrong
Liera at home, while we are doing right at the
South.

In the great work of Reconstruction, conse-

quent upon the overthrow of the Rebsllion, it
became nacessary for the nation to determine
who should be considered the body politic at
the South. And this question was to be set-
tled upon principles of justive and right, and
not in accordance with those lingering relics
of the pro-slavery age which still remained in
some of the State laws of the North, Accord- |
ingly, there was nothing to be done but to |
recognize the blacks as a part of the people.
They could no more be excluded than ecould
the whites. They were citizens of the United
States, born upon its soil and amenable to its
laws. There wag no posgible ground for ex-
¢luding them from the political community.
To have attemptad to do so, as Mr. Johnson
did, in professed obedience totheold State laws
and institutions which had perished amid the
fires of war, would have Lbeen to acknowledge
that the whole work of Reconstruction was
itsell @ nullity and n fraud. Tor if the old
Htate laws of the South were authoritative on
the point of suffrage, they were upon all other
points; and the IRebel Governments which
wore inde fucto possession of the Southern
States on the overthrow of the Rebellion were
alao legitimate, and entitled to respect and
obedience. In brief, if the nation was entitled
to reconstruct at all, it was bound to recon-
struct on the principles of justice and free
government, Hence, the recognition of the
blacks as a constituent part of the body politic
was o necesgary result of our republican form
of government, Had Congress excluded them,
Congress would have been ftself guilty of
founding a new oligarchy and building up a
new despotism in place of the old, '

The nation having thus, through its appro-
?llml‘ _organ. Congress, established sutfrage
in the inchoste States of the South upon the
basis of equity, the unjust laws of
Northern Statés upon the same eubjec
out in a bold relief of inconsistency and wrong.
if the cp]omd vitizen is Justly entitled to vote
at the South, why not at the North? By
what rale of equity do we exolude Lim here !

We shall not digcusy the l{'-l.t'.*linn whither
voting is a naturdl right or
privilegn. In c-it.her ease it must stand upon
an equitable basis. Society has no right to
be unjust in the bestowal of iis privileges,
Hence, we are prepared to say that the exola.
glon of any citizen from the ballot-box on the
ground of his color is a monstrous piece of
injustioe; and it is a wrong 80 glaring, & piaee
of tyranny so inexcusable, that no argument
or apology can be offered for it. Indeed, those
who sopport it never resort to argument, for
there is literally no argument to be offerad
for it. A property test for voting has some
basis of reason, for it may be plausibly

urged that A man should have some pecuniary

interest in & government whose power he
shares, The payment of atax asa prerequisite
for voting iz mot wholly indefensible, for it
may be said that he who by his vole may
impose taxes on others, shonld himself pay &
tax. A qualification of intelligence for voting
atands upon strong grounds, for it may be
argued that & very ignorant man is neces-
sarily mot gualified to gke a part in
government. But upon what  possible
grouu-l can the mere accident of aolor,
gtanding in no relation o & wman's mental
or moral qualifleations be made the excuse
for excluding him from the ballot-hox 7 Auy
other physical qualifications might as well e
made a test ag this, It would be as reasonably
1o exolude men on account of the tolor of their
gyes, or that of their halr, or their height or
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liarity, an on account of the color of their
skins. Voling is an aoct of the will, o choloe
of the mind, It i8 not a man's color that
voles, but the man, the thinking, reasoning,
immortal being. It §s jmpossible that an
oxclugion from the most sacred franohise of
oltizenship, so unjust, and so destitute of all
reasonable and intelligent basis as this is,
should much longer continue to exist. Itisa
idisgrace to our statute-beoks, and an oppro.
brinm to the oivilization of the age. Even par-
tisanship itself cannot much longer float a
practice 8o weighed down with moral obloquy,
Intelligent and foir-minded Demoorats must
finally revoll al belng driven on by supposed
party exigenoies to the coutinued support of
a measurs so essentially undemocratic, Wa
nre glnd to gee that so influentinl a journal as
the New York World expresses the opinion
that in New York there will be no sorions op-
position to the removal of the restriction that
citizens,

colored We may hopa that other

States will follow =0 good an example.

Canvass the South,

W publish elsewhere in our paper to-day a
thoroughly sensible letter from Oscar M.
Waring, a colored teacher in the South,
dddressed to Judge Kelley., The views taken
by the writer are full of force, and must con-
vinee every member of the Republican party
in the North of the absolute necessity of

What is needed at the present time Is o vast
supply of political tracts, pamphlets, and
speeches, plainly worded, which will convey
at once, sven to the uneducated mind of the
blacks, the true position of the various parties
in regard to negro suffrage. The freedmen
are as a body illiterate and susceptible. Thuir
former owuers are endeavoring to caress and
vajole them into a belief that their trug in-
terest is to support their former masters.
There need be no surprige, if the North
remain inert, when the colored vote in the
Bouthern States is cast for our political foes.
Accunstomed, as the down-trodden negroes
always have been, to obey every word of their
white neighbors, and to receive from them
only supercilions contempt, it isnot unnatural
that they should yield to flattory, and hail
with joy a smile from a source which hereto-
fore had given them only frowns,

[Tnless, thersfore, the North at once takes
the matter of educating the blacks in political
truths in hand, and commences immediately
to inundate all the Southern States with radi-
cal tracts, we will deserve to meet the fate in
store for us, and see the black vote with the
Rebel. I, however, the Republican com-
mittees commence to work, if they forward
avery species of publication of Republican
doctrines, and soatter them broadeast over the
South, we can, beyond all doubt, seoure the
entire megro vote. What, then, is needed !
We do not lesitate to declare that the great
requisite is money. The Congressional com-
mittee, appointed Ly the radical cancus pre-
vious to the termination of the session, is
ready to go to work as soon as the necessary
funds are placed within its reach. It will
doubtless appeal to the purses of onr wealthy
Republican citizens, and such an appeal has
never and will never be made in vain, Hon,
William D, Kelley, member from Pennsyl-
vania, is already taking active steps, and has
thug far met with that suoccess which the
urgent necessity of the case demands. DBut
much more is needed.

Not only are writings necessary, but the
canvass of the Southern States should be
conducted the :ame as we do a canvass in our
own State, The entire conntry ought to be dis-
tricted off ; speakers allotted to ench district,
who, supplied with pamphlets, would go
through all the land enlightening the blacks;
we must organize such a crosade. Benator
Wilson is already at work, but he is one
againgt o thousand sednetive Southern orators.
Let us have a Wilson in every ocounty of
avery Southern State. Let colored and white
speakers be furnished, and when once our
energies are aronged, and the party well in
working harness, the blacks will ses their
trone friends, and never mistake a task-master
for a guardian angel. If we aot at omce we

will be in thme; if we delay a year it will be
too late. Now is the accepted time, “'The
harvest indeed is réady, but the laborers are
fow."
